In attempting to describe the physical as- 
pects of the surface of the State of Nevada, 
we find in the want of comparison the great- 
est difficulty in conveying to our readers a 
correct idea. The mind seems unable to 
form a conception of a prospect to which 
the eye has seen before no resemblance. 
Still as our trip took us through to the cen- 
tre of the State, at Austin, and back again 
to Virginia City, we will attempt an account 
of the surface features of that most nonde- 
script, wonderful portion of our national 
domain. 

As we crossed the line from California, 
entering the State, we were descending 
Crystal Peak range of mountains, of which 
the upper portion was, the last week in Ap- 
ril, clothed in snow two or three feet deep. 


Here is a noble forest of large pine trees of 


good quality for lumber. One third the 
way down the rapid descent all the snow 
had disappeared, while at the foot the trees 
also cease to grow, and from there we saw 


no trees in the State, except farther south . 


where the Sierra range extends east of the 
line. From Crystal Peak, a wild, rugged, 
broken, irregular, mountainous region lay 
to the east, dry, barren, treeless, grassless, 
wonderfully distinct in outlines, with every 
varying feature of peak, ridge, gorge, rocky 
prominence, smoothened hill-side, or possj-

this great valley or rather descending plain | 


on the right, is the first flat we saw perfect- 
ly free from‘a particle of vegetation, a hard, 
whitish, clayey surface left by the dried up 
waters, which once a year or a few years 
cover the whole.

son and the Humboldt Rivers. This region 
is a proper valley near fifty miles wide, east 


and west, and perhaps a hundred and fifty. 


north and south, though we cannot be defi- 
nite. ‘There are three large lakes in it, the 
upper and lower Carson Sinks and the Hum- 
boldt Sink ; though the lower Sink of the 
Carson becomes also a lower Sink for the 
Humboldt in high water. This vast region 
is covered with large sage brush sometimes 
four feet high, and is much varied in the 
character of its soil in different parts. The 
channel of the Carson winds along through 
this great valley, sometimes marked by 


farther away. Some portions—only a few 
near the road—are smooth, white, clayey 
barrens, the dried up bottoms of winter 
ponds or lakes; others are alkali flats, per- 
‘| fectly devoid of veget&tion, but not hard- 
ened because of the great prevalence of so-

How rarely can we be argued, even by 
the best of logic, out of the habits, the asso- 
ciations, the preferences we have taken up. 
Do we hear of frequent conversions to 
Christ, arising from the study of Natural 
Theology, or of Historical and critical argu- 
ments in favor of Revelation?. Even the 
investigation of the intellectual scheme of 
the Gospel, the “ Philosophy of the Plan of 
Salvation,” often seems discouragingly fruit- 
less of good results. Thus has it ever been. 
- “When the Gospel was first sent forth to 
all nations, the cavils against it were as 
‘sharp; the objections as subtle, its alleged 
improbabilities as great, as they are in our 
day. But its preachers did not rely on their 
ability to confute the arguments of their 
opponents, they did not discuss the credi- 


_ bility of miracles, or dwell largely upon the 


founded. 


rationale of redemption, or the philosophy 
of the resurrection. 

They did testity to the facts of the incar- 
nation and atonement, and they did call 
men to immediate repentance and faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

Yet during the first century such was the 
unparalleled growth of the Christian Church 
that that period has been called the “ Cen- 
tury of Wonders.” That great spiritual 
conquest was achieved, not by the power of 
buman logic, eloquence, science or philoso- 
phy, but by the power of the Spirit of God. 
“ Not by might or by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord.” 

BUT BY THE HOLY SPIRIT. 


The Christian dispensation was and 7s 
the dispensation of the Spirit. Our Lord 
said of Him, “ When He is come He shall 
convince the world of sin, of righiqonanens; 
and of judgment.” 

Do we not sometimes hear preaching that 
sounds as if it were the office of the preacher 
himself to convince men, and by the re- 
sources of his own rhetoric, learning and 
science ? 

_The great morally convincing power inthe 
world is not in its volumes of theological lore, 
whether critical, historical, didactic or apol- 
ogetic, nor is it in the brilliant confirmations 
of science, nor in all the wealth of our 
religious literature. It lies in the ever 
convincing experience of the Holy Spirit’s 
operations upon the conscience and spirit 
of men, in the demonstration of his divine 


- power in the renewed lives of his people, 


in this ever fresh and living evidence for 
God. The conviction and conversion of: 
sinners, the comfort and sanctification of 
christians — these especial fruits of the 
Spirit are the vital and irresistible proofs of 
a present kingdom of grace, and of the 
great historical facts upon which it is:

He was 
brought to these islands by a white man, if 
I remember rightly in 1850, when but seven 
or eight years old. The person who brought 
him, some years since left him virtually un- 
der the care of the Rev. J. D. Paris. By 
him, he was sent to the Boarding School at: 
Hilo, on Hawaii, where he received a Ha- 
waiian education. Since then, for about 
two years he has been in Rev. W. P. Alex- 
ander’s Theological School. He has for a 
number of years: been a. very consistent 
church member. The Rev. T. Coan, of’ 


‘Hilo, speaks of him as an earnest Christian. 


He is not a bright scholar, but seems to un- 
derstand the Gospel Plan of Salvation. He 
speaks Hawaiian very well, and he also un- 
derstands something of English. He re- 
members but little of his Indian parent’s 
language. He has the peculiar Indian 
countenance, and also the Indian persistence. 
His desire has for many years been, to fit 
himself to return to tell his brethren in the 
flesh, the Way of Life.

Hawaiians in California. He has just made 
the ‘tour of the island of Hawaii, and is 
now visiting the churches on Oahu, and ex-

EUROPEAN. 


New Yor, May 29.—The Herald’s London 
special, dated last night says, in the House of 
Commons, at an early hour after the exciting de- 
bate, the question of Borrough franchise was 
settled on a basis of household suffrage, tenants in 
Borroughs are to pay a tax rate personally, instead 
of through the landlord, so that it secures the right 
of voting. In the matter of franchise qualification, 
in counties, it has been voted that settled occupants 
on lands, or in tenements, with twelve pounds, 
shall enjoy the right of voting, when duly regis- 
tered. The Government first proposed that the 
value of the lands or tenements should be fifteen 
pounds. The Liberals, in opposition, wanted to 
have fixed at ten pounds, when a compromise took 
place. The result is a gain to the people.
